ofa million. Ita capital, Victoria, alone has 140,000, 
und is the centre of a vast trade in opium. sugar, flour, 
oil, timber, cotton, ivory, rice, tea, silks, etc., which 
now mounts to over £20,000,000, exclusive of the traffic 
which merely passes through the harbour without 
breaking bulk. Last year the shipping of the port 
aggregated over 7,000,000 tons. his excceds the 
etonnage of either New South Wales or Victoria, our two 
mest valuable Austrulian Colonies, and is greater than 
that which entered the port of London in the year 
in which Hong Kong was acquired. Tho Colony has 
necessarily acquired a great valpe as a military and 
naval station, is strongly fortitied, and possesses 
excellent docks capable o' holding vessels of the largest 
size. : 


8417. In which Country do the Most Ideal Physical Con- 
ditions of Life Obtain? 

Of individual and self-contained countries the answer 
would doubtless be a known from time im- 
memorial as the Happy Valley. Here conditions of soil 
and climate are as nearly P 
one defect, the cold win 
seasons of the year come down from the snow-clud 
mountains. Taking country as meaning region, the 
most perfect physical conditions would probably be 
found on the eastern slope of the Andes, at an elevation 
of from seven to ten thousand feet al:ove sea level.. This 
little-known region is the very paradise of éarth. Soil 
and climate are everything that could be desired. The 
rain-fall is very slight, from fourteen to fifteen inches a 
year, but the abundant streams from the snow-moun- 
tains yield an inexhaustible supply of water for irriga- 
tion purposes. The climate has been described as an 
eternal spring, warming in July and August into a 
brief sammer ; crops can be sown at any time, and it is 
no uncommon thing to see all the operations of hus- 
bandry going on at the same time. ere is absolutel 
no disease, save what is of purely human oxi gis ani 
within a space of a few miles, according to elevation, 
nearly all the products of the world could be grown. 


$418. What Article of Luxury could we least well do 
Without? 

This is, of course, another of those questions the 
reply to which depends in a great meusure on definition. 
Taking the rigid definition of a luxury as a superfluity 
of life which could be dispensed with without vital 
damage, the answer would probably be sugar. It is not 
an absolutely necessary food-stuff, and therefore it 
could be done without; but at the same time, to do 
without it would be-.« very serious undertaking indeed 
for civilised communities. Tbe eame may be said of 
alcoholic liquor. Many not only do without it, but 
consider it absolutely pernicious; at the same time, the 
overwhelming majority of civilised humanity un- 
doubtedly looks upon it as something very near to a 
necessity. Defining luxury in a less rigid but more 
reasonable sense as a means of indulgence that can be 
dispensed with without serious injury to the individual 
or the community, the answer would be tobacco. It is 
a luxury pure and simple, and yet, of the multitude of 
those accustomed to its use, the vast majority would 
undoubtedly rather stint themselves of necessaries than 
do without it; and this is more than could be said of 
any other luxury.

3429. Cann Ferson Condemned to Death Legally Refuse 
a Commutation of the Sentence? 
By Acts paased in the reign of George IV. and the 
resent reivyn (Penal Servitude Act, 1353), the Crown 
-has the right “to extend mercy to any offender con- 
victed of any offence for which he may be liable to the 
punishment of death, on condition of eg! kept to 
mal servitude for any term of years or for life. 
fore the Act of 1853 was passed, a curious question 
arose on this subject in Ireland. In that country the 
law depended _on statutes upg there before the 
Union. These Acts gave the Crown power to sub- 
stitute transportation for death in cases of felony. In 
1849 William Smith O'Brien and others were condemned 
to death for treason, in connection with an insurrection 
in Ireland. The sentence was commuted to transporta- 
tion for life. O'Brien refused to the alteration, 
saying that he would rather be executed than kept for the 
rest of his life in a penal settlement. He i 
that all mention of treason had been omitted from the 
Irish Act intentionally, and that therefore the Crown 
had no power to alter the sentence to transportation. 
Most lenzere considered that the word felony included 
treason; but so much discussion aroee that the Govern- 
ment brought in and mer a special Bill 
tion for Treason {Ire and) Bill), dealing with the point. 
Under this Act O’Brien and the rest were transported. 
It seems that in former times, e.g., under Henry VIIL, 
there were cases in which prisoners refused to comply 
with certain conditions of pargon, and were thereupon 
executed.

The skin is then turned inside out, and the eyes 
and other openings are stitched up. It is then turned 
back again, the main incision being sewn up with 
thongs of raw hide. 

The open ends of the limbs are tied, except one, 
which is left open as a tube by which to inflate the 
skin. The thin tar procured from the deodar and other 
species of pine is then poured into the skin and shaken 
until the flesh inside is well charged with it, and the 
skin is then well tanned on the outside by steeping it in 
an infusion of pomegranate husks. * 

When required for use the water-man blows into it 
through the hind tube, and then ties up the ing. 
Adouble thin cord is fastened rourd the in skin, 
across which the water-man places himself on his cbest, 
holding the string with his left hand, whilst with his 
right he cerry a short oar, assisting his passage with 
his hands and feet. 

Sometimes a piece of stick is tied in one of the legs, 
and the water-man holds it instead of the string.

I HAVE before referred to the fact that Great Britain 
builds warships for many foreign countries, but it is 
probably not <— recognised to 
British-built what an extent this is true. From 
Foreign Navies. time to time the navies of Italy, 
Denmark, Holland, Greece, Braz: 
Portugal, Turkey, Spain, Austria-Hungary, Roumania, 
Mexico, China, Japan, and even Russia and Germany 
have been ited from British shipbuilding yards. 
Many men who are still living can remember how we 
laid the foundations of the German Navy, while, with a 
few unimportant exceptions, all the warships of the 
tine ublic and Chili have been constructed 
in Great Britain. France and Norway are the 
only countries which have built up ir navies 
without our assistance. Last year private shipbuilders 
in Great Britain constructed warships of 47,364 tons for 
foreign Powers, and only 36,515 tons for the British 
avy. 
Nor only have we built ships, but in several instances 
British naval officers ha ised and trained the 


ve organised 
officers and men for foreign navies. 
Helping the There are British officers serving in 
Chinesc. morethan one Continental navy. Official 
_ __ assistance has been given to China on 
several occasions. Capt. W. M. Lang, now in command 
of the Cambridge, gunnery ship, at Devonport, was 
for four years previous to the Chino-Japanese War, 
Commander-in-Chief of the Chinese Navy. Now that 
that navy requires re-organising, the Admiralty have 
agreed to lend for the purpose Commander F. G. 
Dundas, a Daigtr officer, who distinguished himself as 
commissioner and principal naval officer of the Imperi 
British East ‘Africa Company, and, but cee 
chance, would probably have perished with the other 
British officers who were sacstle massacred at Benin.
